“With  the  exception  of  the  25 
per  cent  donation  from  the 
Church,  none  of  the  cost  of  the 
new  student  union  building  or 
its  future  operation  will  be  taken 
from  the  tithes  of  the  Church,” 
President  Wilkinson  said. 

Earmark  Fund 

Also  no  destiny  fund  money 
will  be  diverted  to  the  new  com- 
mons building.  This  fund,  now 
being  gathered  in  a separate  40- 
month  development  campaign,  is 
earmarked  for  library  and  other 
academic  facilities,  additional 
scholarships,  extension  of  BYU 
services  to  a wider  segment  of 
the  Church,  and  faculty  upgrad- 
ing. 

The  University  already  has 
amassed  two  and  a half  millions 
from  student  fees  and  other  con- 
tributions which  have  been  made 
over  many  years.  Students  now 
are  paying  a building  fee  of  $10 
each  quarter  which  will  be  ap- 
plied also. 

Use  Student  Fees 
The  building  will  be  com- 
pletely paid  for  when  construc- 
tion is  finished,  President  Wil- 
kinson asserted.  There  will  be  no 
bond  issues  and  no  loans.  Also 
the  building  service  income  plus 
half  of  student  building  fees  will 
pay  for  its  operation  and  main- 
tenance. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  a stu- 
dent activities  and  service  build- 
ing the  new  union  also  will  ac- 
commodate some  of  the  numer- 
ous religious  activity  on  BYU 
campus.  Since  the  building  will 
contain  a large  ballroom  and 
conference  rooms,  eight  wards  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
Stake  of  the  Church  can  hold 
regular  meetings  there  without 
disturbing  student  functions. 
Location  Given 
The  building  will  be  located 
on  the  present  site  of  the  Speech 
Center  and  other  temporary 
buildings  just  across  the  street 
north  from  the  Harvy  Fletcher 
Engineering  Sciences  Laboratory 
Building.  Immediately  to  the 
west  of  it  will  be  the  new  mil- 
lion-volume library  which  is  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  first. 

The  campus  committee  which 
has  been  making  preliminary 
plans  for  the  union,  or  “com- 
mons,” building  has  conceived  a 
spacious,  .Tttractive  building, 
which  will  be  striking  in  design 
yet  conform  to  the  pattern  of  the 
surrounding  academic  structures. 

It  will  include  student  organi- 
zation offices,  ballroom,  confer- 
ence rooms,  recreation  areas,  re- 
ception areas,  and  certain  com- 
mercial services  such  as  cafe- 
teria and  dining  rooms,  snack 
bar,  post  office,  ticket  and  supply 
sales,  etc.
